THE district council’s anti-social 
behaviour unit has incurred costs of 
almost £150,000 in the past year, but 
many people in Deal are asking 
where that money has gone. 

Although there has been a 20 per cent reduction 
in crime, people in the town say there are still 
problems at weekends. 

Sandra Allan, who lives in Deal, said: “I think 
it’s appalling that all this money is being spent 
and yet there is still trouble every weekend. 

“They simply cannot justify spending that 
much on a unit that’s only open 9am to 5pm when 
all the problems are on Friday and Saturday 
nights. It should have been spent on getting more 
police on the streets rather than paying for people 
to sit behind desks and answer the phone.” 

Cllr Julie Rook, cabinet member for citizenship 
and consumer affairs, also lives in Deal and says 
she has spent a long time trying to stamp out 
anti-social behaviour in the town. 

She said: “I think the money is being well spent. 
There has been a definite drop in crime in the area. 

“The unit has been successful and people are 
reporting anti-social behaviour more and more, 
which shows their confidence is growing. 

“Obviously there are still problems, but that is 
the case anywhere. Unfortunately, it is the worst- 
affected places that get increased funding, so 
although we are doing well we are almost penal¬ 
ised for it by getting less money.” 

Money spent on staffing and associated costs at 
the unit for the year 2006-07 reached £92,515.76, 
with supplies and services totalling £45,698.33.

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Residents 
encouraged 
to go green

DOVER district councillors 
are helping to combat cli¬ 
mate change by promoting 
ways in which people can 
help reduce their green¬ 
house gasses. 

As one of the biggest challenges 
facing mankind, councillors want to 
bring home the reality to residents. 

Cllr Ben Bano, leader of the coun¬ 
cil’s Labour group, said: “Climate 
change is not just about politics, but 
something that affects all communi¬ 
ty groups. 

(£ We need to capture people’s imagi¬ 
nations and raise awareness of this 
issue. There are tangible things peo¬ 
ple can do to help tackle the problem.” 

Car sharing, recycling and shop¬ 
ping at farmers’ markets are some of 
the things councillors are encourag¬ 
ing residents to do. 

Cllr Marilyn Munt, shadow port¬ 
folio for environment and planning, 
said: ‘We need people to help ease 
the problem of climate change by 
looking at things such as recycling 
and car sharing. 

“People must recognise it’s a grow¬ 
ing concern that has actually been 
happening over the past 30 years.” 

Councils across the country are 
trying to encourage communities to 
deal with climate change. 

Many have brought in self- 
assessment kits where people can 
measure domestic CO 2 emissions. 

Cllr Bano said: ‘We think this is a 
great idea which allows people to see 
what they are doing and what they 
can do to help reduce their carbon 
footprint.” 

A paper called the Nottingham 
Declaration in which local authori¬ 
ties can show a commitment to tack¬ 
ling climate change has been signed 
by more than 200 councils.

Asked whether Dover District 
Council would be signing, Cllr Bano 
said: “To be honest, we would like to 
see a bit more progress on it.

Forty-nine serious sex 
offenders in county 

KENT has the sixth highest number 
of sex offenders in the UK living with¬ 
in its boundaries, according to figures 
published in a national newspaper. 

The county has 49 people who have 
committed a serious sex offence such 
as rape or assault on a child. 

All are classified as Level Three 
offenders - which means they have 
served a prison sentence but can 
never be considered safe. 

They are housed mainly in hostels 
and their identities are concealed 
from the general public. 

The greatest number, 158, are resi¬ 
dent in Greater Manchester. There 
are 71 in West Mercia, while London 
has 53. Nationally 1,201 offenders are 
housed.

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Riverside proposal 
on reserve list as 
group makes bid

A SCHEME to get people walking 
and cycling in Dover is on standby 
after a transport project was 
entered into a £50 million televisi- 
ion competition. 

The Big Lottery Funds: The People’s £50m 
contest has chosen a transport charity as a con¬ 
tender for the grant which could benefit the town. 

Sustrans, the chosen charity, is working on a 
venture called Connect2, which will improve 
travel in 79 communities across the UK. 

If it is awarded the grant, Dover’s travel 
opportunities could be transformed. 

The Dover Riverside project, which aims to 
open up the River Dour for pedestrians and 
cyclists, is one of 20 reserve schemes that could 
be called forward if any of the 79 others are 
unable to compete. 

Dover Pride programme manager Richard 
Lawrence said: “The Dover Riverside Scheme 
provides a fantastic opportunity to link the 
seafront, town centre, schools and residential 


areas by providing a quality riverfront com¬ 
bined footway and cycle path. 

‘While we are not currently in the top 79 final 
schemes, our project is ready to go should we be 
contacted, so it is really important that people 
vote for Connect2 in December.” 

Although millions of people pass through 
Dover every year, not so many visit the town 
centre. Busy roads can also cause residents to 
be cut off from the seafront. 

By connecting the outer parts of town to the 
centre and seafront, it is hoped that access will 


be better and a healthy lifestyle will be promot¬ 
ed, with more people walking and cycling. 

The Sustrans initiative is supported by TV 
presenter Lorraine Kelly and former Home 
Secretary Charles Clarke. 

Ken Livingstone, designer Wayne Heming¬ 
way and Adam Hart Davies are also among a 
number of high-profile people who support the 
scheme. 

The Sustrans Connect2 project is one of four 
organisations competing for the £50m grant to 
be decided by public vote on ITV1 in December.

Support services, meanwhile, came 
to £58,396.52. 

A spokesman for the anti-social 
behaviour unit said: “These figures 
are the costs of services other than 
the ASBU, where they assist the 
ASBU in their work. Examples are 
environmental health.” 

A contribution from the Housing 
Revenue Account of £32,725.76 
was also used to help target anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Cllr Rook said: “Money was used to 
tackle problems on council housing 
estates, for example if neighbours 
aren’t getting along with each other 
and need to be moved, or if there is 
trouble in the housing units.” 

Residents, though, are still un¬ 
happy with the amount of prob¬ 
lems in Deal over weekends. 

Mrs Allen said: “I really can’t see 
where all this money is going. 
Vomit in the streets and people 
banging on the door, it’s appalling.” 

Despite complaints, after the unit 
was set up, the Home Office award¬ 
ed Dover Action Area’ status for its 
efforts on anti-social behaviour. 


MORE than 63 years after bombs 
and shells ripped through Dover, a 
service is being held to honour the 
civilians who stood on the Home 
Front. 

The service of remembrance and 
thanksgiving will commemorate all 
the Dovorians who lost their lives in 
both wars of the 20th century. 

It is being held on Tuesday, 
November 6, at 10.30am at St 
Mar/s Church and will be conduct¬ 
ed by Reverend David Ridley. 

The idea came from Maggie 
Stephenson-Knight and Simon 
Chambers, of the Dover War 
Memorial Project, an initiative 
devoted to remembering those 
whose names appear on the town’s 
war memorial. 

They were then contacted by a 
former Dovorian, John Cork, who 
wanted a memorial for his school 
friend Frederick Spinner, who was 
killed at the age of nine by one of 


the last shells to fall on the town. 

A new headstone for the previously 
unmarked grave will be unveiled 
with a dedication ceremony at St 
Marys Cemetery at about 12.15pm. 

The remembrance service will 
include a thanksgiving for the people 
who captured the guns at Calais in 
September, 1944, ending the shelling 
over Dover. 

Bombardment 

Speakers at the event will include 
the Mayor of Dover; Colonel Cotten, 
of the Canadian High Commission; 
and those who lost loved ones in the 
bombardment. 

Relatives of those killed in Dover 
are welcome at the service, which is 
open to all members of the public. 

More than 200 civilians died from 
bombing and shelling, and records 
show 464 bombs and 2,226 shells fell 
on the town - statistics that gave the 
area the name of Hellfire Corner.

THREE sailors who lost their lives may 
have survived if a ferry officer had not 
ignored evidence that his vessel may 
have sunk their boat, a court heard this 
week. 

Michael Hubble, 62, of Capel-le-Feme, 
near Folkestone, has denied at Win¬ 
chester Crown Court manslaughter 
through gross negligence and engaging 
in conduct likely to cause death or seri¬ 
ous injury. 

The court heard that officer-of-the- 
watch Mr Hubble “chose to ignore” the 
fact that the 37,500-ton Pride of Bilbao 
ferry had come close to the 25ft yacht 
Ouzo off the Isle of Wight in August last 
year and did nothing to raise the alarm. 

Jurors were told the ensuing lack of 
action led to the deaths of Jason Downer, 
35, from Broadstairs, James Meaby, 36, 
from Tooting, south London, and Rupert 
Saunders, 36, also from Tooting, because 
they could have survived if Mr Hubble 
had called the captain of the P&O ship. 

The trial continues.

Landmark rebuit, 

it just needs a vine 


A WHITE VAN driver was fined for 
throwing a polystyrene cup of tea out of 
his window. 

The van was driving through 
Hawkinge when the driver of the van 
decided to throw the cup out of his win¬ 
dow on Tuesday, October 23, narrowly 
missing a man who was out enjoying a 
walk.

PC Moody traced the van to a nearby 
depot on the same day and the driver 
was issued with a fixed penalty notice 
fine of £80 for littering. 


THE reconstruction of Folkestone’s 
historic vinery has been completed. 

The Vinery on the Leas was built in the 1930s 
and soon became popular with London tourists. 

But in recent years this vantage point over 
the English Channel had fallen into disrepair, 
with extensive damage to the glazed glass roof 
and the walls of the Vinery being defaced by 
graffiti.

“I’m delighted that yet another milestone in 
restoring our fabulous coastal park is com¬ 
plete,” said Cllr Carol Waters, cabinet member 
for community regeneration. 

“It is in a stunning setting and I hope that

local people and visitors will come and enjoy 
the views. 

“This is just one of the ways that we are work¬ 
ing towards the regeneration of the area and 
making it a better place to live, work and visit.” 

Pensioners walking along The Leas were 
quick to tell Yourshepway that reconstruction 
of the Vinery was a return to Folkestone’s glory 
days. 

Beautiful 

Joan Williams thought the redevelopment of 
the Vinery had been successful. 

‘Years ago it was beautiful because of all the 
vines across it - then it started looking slightly 
tatty and broken,” she said. “But now that it is 
all fixed up it looks beautiful again.” 

Barry Bergin, a long-time inhabitant of 
Folkestone, still remembers his first memory of 
the Vinery: 


“Way back in the early 1950s, when there 
were grapes hanging up on it, my father lifted 
me up to pick one. 

“It was very sour!” 

However, Mr Bergin felt that the Vinery 
would only be truly completed once the vines 
had been replanted. 

“They need to plant another vine - it would 
be nice to see another vine back there and hope¬ 
fully it won’t be targeted by the local riff-raff 
because these old girls up here - they see a 
bunch of grapes and they are at them right 
away.” 

Whatever his doubts, Mr Bergin feels that 
efforts to regenerate the town are making a 
real difference. 

“It is a huge project,” he said. “Like nearly all 
seaside towns, it needs to decide where it wants 
to go - and try to achieve that. This is almost 
universal in all seaside resorts. 

“The town has to figure out what its particu¬ 
lar future is.”

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Unit to defend against 
terrorists and quakes 


KENT Fire and Rescue Service is 
launching a new unit to deal with 
the threat of terrorist attacks. 

The Urban Search and Rescue service 
(USAR) will be able to respond to a variety of 
scenarios, including chemical, biological, radio¬ 
logical and nuclear incidents. 

It would also be able to deal with natural 
events such as the Folkestone earthquake. 

The USAR team has been supplied with 
equipment that allows it to cut and remove con¬ 
crete from collapsed buildings, as well as heavy- 
duty cutters, spreaders and lifting equipment 
that will be used to deal with large-scale traffic 
collisions. 

It also has the ‘Bob Cat’, a four-wheel-drive 
all-terrain vehicle that will allow the team to 
reach disaster zones which would be inaccessi¬ 
ble to normal fire engines. 

USAR team leader John Mazzey explained

why such a team was necessary. This really 
stemmed from 9/11,” he said, “when the 
Government realised that as a country we 
needed to have a better capability for dealing 
with catastrophic structural collapses and 
major transport incidents. 

Unique 

“Kent has a long and successful record of 
urban search and rescue and I am extremely 
proud that we have been selected to be involved 
in this unique service.” 

Bill Welsh, Kent Fire and Rescue Services 
director of emergency planning, said: “We 
appreciate that disasters can happen at any 
time and anywhere in the world, often without 
warning, an example of this being the 
Folkestone earthquake earlier this year. 


‘We know that we have to be prepared for 
every eventuality, as well as providing a first- 
class local service.” 

He added: “He are committed to our over¬ 
riding objective of making Kent a safer place to 
live and work.” 

As well as being equipped with infra-red 
fibre-optic cameras to locate survivors in col¬ 
lapsed buildings, the USAR team is being 
joined by Meg the spaniel and her handler 
Dave Hudson. 

Meg is a veteran search and rescue dog, hav¬ 
ing gained experience after being deployed 
during the Folkestone earthquake and also 
sniffing out survivors in a collapsed building in 
London earlier this year. 

The USAR team is just one of 16 spread 
across the United Kingdom with the aim of 
providing blanket cover for urban areas across 
the country.

How much do you think Dover has changed over the 
years? 

A A hundred years ago, Dover was one of the 
busiest and most important towns in the 
country Given that we are the gateway to 
England, within the top three world destin¬ 
ations for cruise ships and the world’s busiest 
passenger port, it still is. However, Dover itself 
needs to benefit from these attributes as well 
as from its unique history through keeping 
more of the fleeting tourists in the town. 


Q 


What made you want to live in Dover? 


A I was actually born in Harrow and have 
lived in various parts of the country. I con¬ 
sider myself a Dovorian now, and the fact is 
that I came here through choice, for the rea¬ 
sons above, and I am very glad I did. 


Q 


Do you find it rewarding being Mayor of Dover? 


A This is my second term, and it is extreme¬ 
ly rewarding but, as you can imagine, very 
hard work. It is wonderful to meet so many 
dedicated and enthusiastic townsfolk and 
local groups. Accordingly, I am engaged in 
some 200 or more events each year, as well as 
acting as chairman of the Town Council. 

What are your favourite things about the area? 

A I am passionate about cross-Channel 
swimming, since people come from all over 


the world with the dream of swimming 
between Dover and France. I just absolutely 
love the history of our town (our 2,000-year-old 
Pharos, standing next to a Saxon church, 
which is next to our 11th-century castle, for 
example). Above all, I love the determination 
and gritty realism of the people, given the 
many knocks Dover has had over the years, 
including being on the frontline of the two 
world wars. 

Q Some people have negative opinions of Dover. Do you 
think this is justified? 

A Absolutely not. The tabloids had a field day 
a few years ago concerning the misman¬ 
agement of the immigration issue. Unfort¬ 
unately our every invitation to the national 
press to look at the positive side of the issue 
here was not what they wanted to write about. 
Dover is such a beautiful place. There is much 
to do and see here, so negative opinions are not 
justified. 

Q Are there any changes that you would like to see 
happen in Dover? 

A Yes, of course. There are many things that 
need improving. We would like to see real 
policemen on the beat, less litter and less anti¬ 
social behaviour, but these problems are not 
unique to Dover. There are great plans for 
redevelopment, to include the high-speed rail 
link and the innovative work scheduled for the 
town centre. I just wish I could wave a wand, 
so that this regeneration were already com¬ 
pleted. 


Q Do you feel that you have achieved a lot in your position 
as mayor? 

A Without being overly modest, I feel I have 
contributed my bit. No mayor worth his 
salt would ever believe he had achieved a lot, 
since achievement is an ongoing process. I am, 
however, pleased to be in the mayoral role at 
the moment so that I can help to take Dover 
that step further. 


Q 


What do you do in your spare time? 


A My interests are local and family history, 
which I am researching. However, as you 
can imagine, there is very little spare time at 
the moment. When you take the office of 
mayor, a lot of commitments follow. 

In Dover, apart from the many civic func¬ 
tions, the mayor is also leader of the council. 
Accordingly, I chair some 10 full town council 
meetings during my year. 

There are more than 200 mayoral engage¬ 
ments that I undertake during my year. I also 
try to be active as a ward councillor, contribut¬ 
ing what I can. In reality, during the municipal 
year, there is little spare time, so personal life 
is on hold. 

Q What are your favourite things about being mayor of a 
town such as Dover? 

A I enjoy all the activities. Dover has enor¬ 
mous potential. 

If, in some small way, my efforts can help in 
moving Dover forward, then it is that striving 
that I enjoy most.

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Investment helps beat 
off the credit crunch

REGENERATION and expansion 
projects across Kent have helped 
stave off a disastrous ‘credit 
crunch’ - leaving the county’s prop¬ 
erty market in a healthy condition. 

The positive outlook was presented in the 
annual Kent Property Market Report, 
unveiled at a breakfast event at the new 
Princes Park stadium in Dartford. 

The report noted the effect of town redevel¬ 
opment schemes and increased transport 
links across the county. 

It is thought such investment in the county 
has kept Kent’s medium- to long-term prospects 
stable in the face of global concerns over the 
build-up of debt in the UK and America. 

Opening the breakfast meeting on Thursday, 
the county council’s regeneration chief, Roger 
Gough, said: “The regeneration across Kent is 
providing a major boost to the county. 

“There are also many more developments 
planned, including transport links that will 
open Kent up to the wider national and inter¬ 
national markets. 

“This report highlights the progress being 
made and the potential going forward. Working 
with organisations such as Locate in Kent, we 
are committed to helping businesses maximise 
the potential of the area and seize the opportu¬ 
nities presented in the coming years.” 

The report suggests that the billion-pound 
investment in Kent’s major redevelopment 
projects had filtered through to smaller 
businesses. 

At Chatham Maritime two office buildings 
were sold for more than £20 million; in 
Ashford, Quadrant Estates completed the 
office development of Northdown at Eureka 
Park with almost 1,600 sq m sold; and the 
expanding Kings Hill site at West Mailing 


experienced a flurry of activity, with almost 
20,000 sq m of transactions agreed. 

Established business parks across the coun¬ 
ty have seen considerable expansion, while 
office rental growth as a whole has maintained 
a stable position compared with elsewhere in 
the South East during the last 10 years. 

Bill Siegle, the head of Cluttons commerical 
division, which presented the report, said: 
“Transport links and developments in the 
Thames Gateway have been the catalysts for 
the area’s regeneration and we are seeing good 
levels of investment across the county. 

“Developments at business parks including 
Chatham Maritime and Eureka Park in 
Ashford, and new facilities in Folkestone, 
Dover and Margate are just a handful of 
examples. These are exciting times for Kent.” 

Survival 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Growth in employees in Kent 
between 1998 and 2005 was more than 15 per 
cent, compared with 9.8 per cent in the South 
East and 8.8 per cent in the UK. 

WAT registrations in Kent are above South 
East and UK figures, as are survival rates of 
new companies. 


“The report shows there is a good supply of 
office space at affordable prices. We expect the 
demand for offices to increase - and we are 
ready and able to service this demand.” 

Increased transport links will further stabilise 
the property market by making Kent more 
accessible to both London and the Continent. 

The imminent opening of Ebbsfleet interna¬ 
tional station will launch new services across 
the South East and beyond. 

With the start of new high-speed domestic 
services in 2009, it will take just 17 minutes to 
travel from Ebbsfleet international to London 
St Pancras, 37 minutes from Ashford, and just 
over an hour from Folkestone to the City. 

The level of business activity has had a 
knock-on effect in the retail, leisure and 
tourism sectors, with spending steadily 
improving throughout 2006 and into this year. 

Developments in these areas are under way, 
with plans for hotels to be built in Folkestone, 
Canterbury and Rochester; a leisure complex 
at Westwood Cross in Thanet which includes a 
cinema, bingo and casino centre; and new 
restaurants and a mixed-use development at 
Folkestone harbour.

Simple measures to help 
keep your children safe 

ROAD safety chiefs have urged parents to 
warn their children of the increased danger 
of walking or cycling as the evenings get 
darker. 

Ringway, Kent County Council’s highways 
maintenance company, said youngsters 
should always wear or carry something 
bright which will show up in car headlights 
now that the clocks have gone back. 

Dave Campbell, the company’s health 
and safety manager, said: “The autumn and 
winter months are traditionally the times 
of year when the number of road accidents 
involving children peaks. There are a num¬ 
ber of very simple measures children can 
take to ensure their safety - the most basic 
of which is to ensure that can easily be seen 
in the dark or bad weather.” 

He added that they should also always 
use pedestrian and zebra crossings, sub¬ 
ways and footbridges - as children often 
cross in dangerous places rather than walk 
a few extra metres to a dedicated crossing. 

Mr Campbell said: “Councils invest signif¬ 
icant amounts of money in installing and 
maintaining crossings close to schools and it 
is vital that children understand the import¬ 
ance of using them to protect themselves.”

What is your favourite thing about Dover? 

I am particularly fond of the history of the place - the 
Castle, the Western Heights, the Victorian terraces and 
the Priory of St Martin, of course.

“I hoped my character 
would get Harry Hewitt as a 
boyfriend, but she didn’t.” 

Failing to win Harry’s affections 
might have been a good thing for the 
young lady as he was later crus¬ 
hed to death by a van. It cer¬ 
tainly didn’t affect Scales’s 
career and she has never 
looked back since treading 
the famous cobbles. 

Bom in Surrey in June 
1932, Prunella Margaret 
Rumney Illingworth was 
classically trained at the 
Old Vic Theatre School in 
London and the Herbert 
Berghof Studio in New York. 

Her career has spanned tele¬ 
vision, radio, film and 
theatre. She won the 
Patricia Rothermere 
Award at the 2001

She has been married to fellow 
actor Timothy West for 45 years and 
they have two sons, Samuel and Joe. 
Samuel has also entered the 
thespian world and will have 
received the advice Scales would 
offer to any young actor. 

‘You always tell them to save a 
third of what they earn,” she said. 
“Then they can pay the mortgage, 
but it also gives them the chance to 
turn down bad work.”

IF you’re looking for the definition 
of a brave actor then look no fur¬ 
ther than Viggo Mortensen. Not 
only does the Lord Of The Rings 
star perform one of the most 
graphic and violent fight scenes in 
his latest movie, he does it com¬ 
pletely starkers. 

What’s more, it was entirely his decision to 
brawl bare in gangster flick Eastern Promises. 

“The scene takes place in a steam bath 
where I get attacked by two guys so it would 
have been silly to have a towel on,” explains 
Viggo. “This is a realistic and gritty movie so to 
have a scene where you’re trying to avoid see¬ 
ing someone’s body would have been just 
dumb,” he said. 

Directed by David Cronenberg, Viggo adds 
that he couldn’t have done the scene without 
the controversial film-maker. 

“I also worked with him on A History of 
Violence and feel very safe with him,” he 
added. if We understand each other.” 

The fight scene further establishes Viggo’s 
reputation as one of the most fearless actors 
around. Not content with baring all for the 
camera, the star, who has just turned 49, also 
took on the might of the Russian Mafia for the 
movie. 

In the film, Viggo plays the mysterious 
Russian-born Nikolai Luzhin, a driver for one 
of London’s organised crime families. His care¬ 
fully maintained existence is suddenly turned 
upside down when his path crosses with Anna 
(Naomi Watts), a midwife trying to find out the 
background of a Russian teenager who died 
giving birth.

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Though the film is shot on location in 
London, Viggo took himself off to Russia for 
several weeks, where he learned the language 
and met some of the country’s most disrep¬ 
utable mob men. 

The committed actor also spent a painstak¬ 
ing four hours in make-up having 43 tempo¬ 
rary tattoos transferred onto his body, ranging 
from a tiger, stars, skulls, daggers, a scorpion, 
a sailing ship, the Virgin Mary and a huge cru¬ 
cifix emblazoned across his chest. 

“Some of the tattoos were humorous and 
some were quite poetic,” said Viggo. “On the 
instep of my right foot one said Where are you 
going?’ on the instep of the other foot another 
said ‘What the hell do you care?”’ 

Despite his huge success, not to mention sex 
symbol status, Viggo is still one of the most ret¬ 
icent movie stars around. 

Rarely seen on the red carpet, the actor lives

away from the limelight on a vast ranch, where 
his 18-year-old son Henry from his marriage to 
singer Exene Cervenka is a regular visitor. 

Viggo even managed to maintain his closely 
guarded privacy after his phenomenal success 
as Aragorn in Lord of the Rings, and remains 
typically laid back about the life-changing role. 

“I think I just got lucky,” he said of the epic 
trilogy. 

And though he’s no doubt busy immersing 
himself on other worlds in preparation for 
future roles, the enigmatic star hasn’t ruled 
out the possibility of Aragorn’s return. 

“I heard talk of a Hobbit film and, yes I’m 
curious about it,” he said.

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Thailand's creature comforts

NOT only was it my first time as 
an artist’s assistant, but my mas¬ 
ter had a worldwide reputation to 
uphold - and he just happened to 
be an elephant. 

Deep in the jungles of northern Thailand, I 
was handing over paints to a 17ft Asian 
elephant called Kongkam, who created a 
subliminal piece in a matter of minutes. 

The finished piece of work was the most 
treasured memento gathered during an eight- 
day trip to Thailand. 

Far from the gimmick I feared it might be, a 
day at Maesa Elephant Camp, near Chiang 
Mai, was simply wonderful. 

After an hour of stroking and patting the 
assembled elephants and learning how to sit 
on these massive creatures without tumbling 
off, we embarked on a stroll up the steep 
muddy hill which offered spectacular views of 
the surrounding countryside. 

After a day of getting mucky at the camp, it 
was time to return to our nearby solace of deca¬ 
dence - the Mandarin Oriental Devi Dhara. 

Spread over 60 acres, this recently complet¬ 
ed $80 million hotel was quite something. 

The concept is that of an ancient city - in 
microcosm - one you cross a moat and pass 
through high walls to enter. 

The ornate temples and Lanna influenced 
Thai structures have been painstakingly 
recreated and are incredibly impressive.

Rooms vary from colonial style suites 
overlooking the pool to the more traditional 
Thai villas which look out over the hotel’s own 
paddy fields. Some even have their own swim¬ 
ming pools. 

The whole set up is undoubtedly impressive 
but feels slightly surreal, a million miles from 
the chaos of Chiang Mai, a few miles down the 
road. The opulence is fabulous, but it is nice to 
get out and about and spend at least one 
evening in town. 

Having said that, the food in Le Grand 


Lanna could be enough to keep you within the 
hotel, with its subtle flavours and delicacies. 

One of the hotel’s highlights is the Dheva 
spa, set on its own in the grounds and offering 
a spectacular array of treatments. 

Spas are something Thailand’s best hotels 
do very well. At our second location, the Sila 
Evason Hideaway on the island of Ko Samui, 
you can have your treatment in the open air, 
looking out to sea and listening to the waves as 
you enjoy a deep tissue massage. 

Each room has a stunning view looking out 
across the Gulf of Siam and the other islands 
nearby. In fact, everywhere you go on the 20- 
acre site has a spectacular outlook. 

The rooms themselves cannot be faulted. 
Each one is split-level and most have an infin¬ 
ity pool where you can splash about, again 
admiring the view. 

Thailand is a place of contrasts and nowhere 
is that more apparent than moving from the 
laid-back islands to the frenetic pace of 
Bangkok. 

The city, home to nine million people, is hec¬ 
tic, dirty, noisy and centred along the snaking 
Chao Praya river. It feels busy with people 
scurrying about their daily lives, while tourists 
gawp at the stunning Grand Palace and take 
advantage of the excellent shopping. 

We stayed at the Peninsula Hotel, perched 
on the river, and enjoyed some of the best Thai 
food of the trip. 

I went to Thailand with many pre-conceived 
and rather stereotypical ideas about what I 
would find. It surpassed them all and, a little 
heavier, I returned to the UK ready to plan my 
next trip.

“THIS might sound terrible,” says 
Sarah Beeny. “But when I say to 
someone ‘keep the colours neutral’, 
it’s because they have terrible taste!” 

It’s just one of the little nuggets of truth the 
presenter and homes guru throws into the 
conversation when talking about Property 
Ladder. She’s certainly had enough time to 
collect some anecdotes too, the hugely 
successful Channel 4 series has been in almost 
full-time production since 2001. 

And now it is back on Tuesday nights with 
the first of the new series airing last night. 

There are no signs of Sarah getting tired of the 
format, however, as she is more excited about 
the new series than any of the past offerings. 
The main reason is the unusual conversions 
which make up many of the renovation projects. 

“Every year, the shows really do get better,” 
she said. ‘When I think back to the first couple 
of series, they were fairly unexciting 
developments. They were fun at the time, of 
course, but it was all pretty conventional stuff, 
and obvious. 

“This series has some more unusual 
properties. I’ve got a lot more to say about 
them as well, new things to say, as we haven’t 
done these types of houses on the show before.” 

Regardless of what the development is, 
though, the Reading-native maintains the 
principles of all property renovation remain 
the same. 

“I think in any business, the ultimate goal 
has to be profit. Any business that takes its 
eye off the bottom line will go bust. You hear 
that time and time again. 

“Profit has to drive everything you do, but 
that’s not to say it’s the only thing that matters.

You also must enjoy the process of making the 
profit and enjoy the product,” she said. 

As well as revealing a number of truths 
about the show - Sarah likes some developers 
a lot more than others, doesn’t understand 
why people attempt renovations on limited 
budgets and questions some of the decisions 
made - there are also a number of 
misconceptions about the programme that 
she’s only too happy to put straight. 

“People always say no-one listens to my 
advice on the programme, but they do, you just 


don’t see or notice it. If someone is agreeing 
with me or doing something well, then it isn’t 
an issue and we don’t talk about it. I’m not 
going to keep asking someone whether they’re 
agreeing with me or not!” 

Also, contrary to popular belief, Sarah is not 
constantly with child. She can go from her 
normal svelte self to looking like she’s seconds 
away from birth in the space of a scene, but 
that’s due to the way in which the shows are 
filmed. They’re made over the course of a year, 
sometimes more, capturing the presenter at 
different stages of her two pregnancies. 

‘Yes, it looks like I’m always pregnant. I can’t 
believe I’ve only got two,” she said. “It feels like 
I’ve got about six from watching the shows 
back. But certain developments go better 
together in a programme than others, so the 
bosses choose different ones.” 

Away from Property Ladder, which is 
basically an extension of her day job as a 
practising property developer (along with her 
husband and brother, she owns a development 
company), Sarah is a keen matchmaker to her 
friends. 

This later turned into another job when she 
and a group of friends set up 
mysinglefriend.com, an online dating site 
where friends describe their single pals, rather 
than having singletons describing themselves. 

It’s now a well-known, established site, but it 
could see Sarah becoming the new Cilia when 
she fronts a dating show next year. 

“We did a pilot last year, but it wasn’t 
particularly successful,” she says. ‘We’re up and 
running again now though, so watch this space. 
Dating show formats are hard to come up with 
and are inevitably compared to Blind Date, 
but we think we’ve found the amber nectar.”

Lords ruling teaches 
important land lessons 

A HOUSE OF LORDS case has high¬ 
lighted the importance of leaving not¬ 
hing to chance when buying a property. 

It confirmed the 2006 decision of the 
Court of Appeal that when a piece of 
land is landlocked (it has no right of 
access over adjoining land so cannot be 
lawfully accessed by its owner), there is 
no automatic right to have a right of way 
‘of necessity over adjoining land. 

The case involved land bought from a 
landowner who had originally retained it 
when he sold adjoining land to the council. 

The landowner had failed to negotiate 
any right of access across the land sold, 
leaving the retained land landlocked. 

Since at the time of the original sale 
there had been no common intention 
there should be a right of access over the 
land sold, the Lords declined to grant a 
right of way. 

Nicholas Kingsley Smith, of Kingsley 
Smith Solicitors LLP, said: “This case 
illustrates how important it is to be 
careful when dealing with transactions 
in land. The absence of the right to 
access the land means that to access his 
land, the landowner will need to 
negotiate from a position of considerable 
weakness with one of the adjoining 
landowners to secure a right of way.”

have come to expect from them about HIPs.” 

The packs are designed to speed-up the 
home-buying process by making sure the 
seller has information about their property 
ready before starting to market the property 
for sale. 

The packs include the following documents: 

• An index of contents 

• A sale statement summarising terms of sale 

• A New Homes Warranty, where appropriate 

• Evidence of title for registered properties 

• An Energy Performance Certificate 

The following documents are also 
compulsory, but they can be added to the pack 


later if there are delays in obtaining them: 

• Evidence of title for unregistered properties 

• Searches, ie local authority enquiries and a 
drainage and water search 

• Where appropriate, commonhold inform¬ 
ation including a copy of the commonhold 
community statement 

• Where appropriate, leasehold information 
including a copy of the lease, information 
on service charges and insurance 

Mr Ockenden said the HIPS initiative must 
now be followed through by the Government. 

He said: “This is why it is so frustrating that 
Government has not completed the roll-out of 
HIPs. We have seen the market settle down 
well in the roll-out of HIPs for four- and three- 
bedroom homes and feedback to date has been 
very positive.”

Even after 51 years as an MP, Tony Benn 
is not content with growing old gracefully

HEN Tony Benn 
stepped down from 
Parliament after more 
than 50 years in 2001, 
he was reminded by 
a quip from his late wife Caroline 
that he would have “more time 
for politics”. 

She may well have been right - his later 
years have clearly not quelled his political 
appetite, but it turns out the veteran socialist 
and former cabinet member also has more 
time for something else - literary festivals. 

“I absolutely love them,” the 82-year-old 
explained with an enthusiasm of a man whose 
lust for life has not dwindled a jot. 

“I couldn’t even tell you how many I’ve been 
to - Edinburgh, Hay-on-Wye, Cheltenham. I 
love the discussion, and I’ve met so many nice

and bright people. I get invited whenever I 
release a book and as long as I have the time I 
will always come along. I’ve been to so many 
now I can’t remember them all.” 

His latest tome, Tony Benn: More Time for 
Politics, is a diary of his life since standing 
down as an MP. Like many retirees, Mr Benn 
has spent much of his time travelling to 
farflung places, although a trip to Baghdad on 
the eve of war in 2003 may not be the destina¬ 
tion of choice for many pensioners. 

The first president of the Stop the War 
Coalition, he was granted an audience with 
Saddam Hussein for a televised interview in 
February 2003. 

“He said he didn’t have any weapons of mass 
destruction. I asked him flat out and he said 
no. I didn’t know whether to believe him, but it 
turns out he was right. 

“The man was a brutal dictator, but obvious-

ly he was friendly with me.” 

The encounter was his second with the late 
Iraqi leader, the first taking place on the eve of 
the first Gulf War in 1990. 

Despite his lack of success in preventing the 
two wars, it has not diminished his efforts to 


spread the pacifist cause. Indeed, he has spo¬ 
ken at more than 1,000 meetings since leaving 
Westminster. 

“I spoke in March 2003, at the Stop the War 
rally when two million people turned up, 
which might have been my biggest audience. I 
went to New York and I spoke against the war, 
and in Cairo. 

‘When I stood down from Parliament in 
2001, I wanted a bit more time so I wouldn’t 
have to turn up in Westminster every day. I

served 51 years and my sentence was com¬ 
muted. But I didn’t want to sit still.” 

As the clamour for an autumn election took 
hold in late September, Mr Benn found him¬ 
self pondering a reluctant return to 
Westminster. He offered to stand as the 
Labour Party candidate for his home con¬ 
stituency of Kensington when it appeared a 
snap election may be called, but is glad that 
the outcome has now been avoided. 

One Benn who is eagerly awaiting the elec¬ 
tion, however, is granddaughter Emily, who 
has been selected to fight for a West Sussex 
seat at the age of 18. 

The schoolgirl, who is studying for A-Levels 
at St Olave’s Grammar School in Orpington, 
will be the latest in a long line of Benns to 
stand for office, dating back to Tony’s grandfa¬ 
ther and including his son Hilary, the current 
environment secretary. 

“She is young, but I don’t think youth should 
be a factor in politics. I was 10 when I first 
campaigned in an election in 1935. 

“Some people are born to be footballers and 
some are born to be politicians. 

“I believe the voting age should be lowered to 
16, if you are old enough to get married and 
join the Armed Services you should be old 
enough to vote.”

New novel 
a reflection 
of my life? 
No, no, no

POLITICIANS, journalists and the 
pressure on families in the public eye all 
play a major part in Sandra Howard’s 
new book, but do not for a second 
suggest it may be autobiographical. 

“No, no, no. I can assure you it is 
entirely fictional,” the wife of former 
Conservative Party leader Michael 
Howard insisted. “I do know the 
intensity of the pressure of the media 
spotlight and the fact that politicians 
and journalists have a love-hate 
relationship, which obviously informed 
my writing, but it is not about my life.” 

The 67-year-old former model turned 
writer has just completed her second 
novel, entitled Ursula’s Story, a sequel 
to her first tale of love and political 
intrigue, Glass Houses. 

It tells the story of jilted wife Ursula, 
whose marriage broke down when her 
husband, the editor of a national news¬ 
paper, had an affair with a high-flying 
female politician in the first book. 

It finds her facing up to the prospect 
of her husband remarrying, leaving her 
to bring up the kids in the full glare of 
the media. 

“I really liked writing about Ursula 
because she was a blank canvas after 
the first novel,” she said. 

“I wanted to write about the people 
who get left behind in the world of high 
politics. Ursula starts out pretty fed up, 
her children are very excited about 
going to their father’s wedding and she 
has to cope with what their life is going 
to be like now. 

“She is also keen on someone, who is a 
bookseller, but there is an air of mystery 
around him. Halfway through her 
younger daughter goes missing and there 
is an awful lot of tension, especially as 
her new man quickly becomes a suspect.” 

Despite the major theme of a family 
trying to cope in the glare of the 
media spotlight, she is keen to stress 
she is not trying to make a point about 
press intrusion. 

“It is not a political book. Quite a lot of 
people think there should be a privacy 
law, but I feel very strongly that there 
shouldn’t. It is a very slippery slope if 
you try and gag the press.” 

Since writing Glass Houses, Mrs 
Howard has appeared at a number of lit¬ 
erary festivals around the country, but it 
is Folkestone that she holds 
dearest - even if it is the 
one she finds the most 
nerve-wracking. 

“It is also unlike any¬ 
where for me because \ 
when I appeared at 
last year’s festival I 
recognised about two- 
thirds of the audience, 
she added.

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John Humphrys tackles the issue of spiritualism

I N HIS role presenting the 
Today programme for BBC 
Radio Four, John Humphrys 
has tackled the biggest 
political issues affecting 
the country, but for his new book 
he turned his attention to 
even bigger question. 

Entitled In God We Doubt: 
Confessions of a Failed Atheist, the 
book explains the former foreign 
correspondent’s own spiritual jour¬ 
ney, and includes conversations he 
had with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and senior leaders of 
Jewish and Muslim faiths. 

Mr Humphrys said: “I was one of 
many people who got christened 
and confirmed as a kid and grew 
up as a Christian, but I found as I got older 
that I couldn’t go along with the notion of a 
merciful God. 

“As a journalist and foreign correspon¬ 
dent I saw evidence of no such thing. I 
guess that’s what turned me against it.” 

As the title suggests, he now describes

himself as a “failed atheist” and was quick 
to criticise Richard Dawkins, author of anti- 
religious bestseller The God Delusion. 

‘What Dawkins says is that God doesn’t 
exist, but the point of faith is that if you 
could prove it, it would not be faith. 

“For militant atheists like Dawkins, 
particularly given their great scholarship

their own experiences of God. 

“Believers are believers and atheists are 
atheists. What there are a lot of are people 
like me who are somewhere in between, who 
don’t believe in God, or at least not the 
monotheistic God that Christianity, Judaism 
or Islam recognise. These are the people I’m 
addressing in my book.” 

The book came about after the success of 
his Radio Four series Humphrys in Search 
of God, which the author claimed 
provoked the biggest audience 
response of any of his reports in 
his 40-year career in journalism. 

“It was that response that sug¬ 
gested to me that I should write 
the book,” he admitted. 

“There are no answers in it, and 
I have to say my own views on reli¬ 
gion have not changed. But what it 
offers is a look at why people have 
the beliefs that they have.”

He suffered ill health, including 
epilepsy, asthma and bronchitis, 
which meant he travelled extensive¬ 
ly around Europe and Asia to escape 
the cold British winters. 

A talented artist, he recorded the 
different landscapes he found along 
the way. 

Mr Parsons said: “He had a facility 
to write beautiful nonsense which 
sidelined his art but which children 
and adults loved. Also he wanted to 
do it for fun and to escape the rigors 


of his own problems.” 

Like many people, Mr Parsons 
remembers Lear’s works from child¬ 
hood, telling how his father used to 
take time out from his busy job as a 
GP to read the nonsense and even 
create some similar poems. 

Lear’s poems are said to be charac¬ 
terised by his irreverent view of the 
world but, as Mr Parsons’ perform¬ 
ance demonstrates, the humour and 
mocking of his words reveals much 
about the poet and his desire to 
escape the uptight orderliness of 
Victorian society. 

Mr Parsons said: “He had a diffi¬ 
cult childhood and worked incredi¬ 
bly hard from a young age. 

“He had amazing industry shown 
by the number of paintings and jour¬ 
nals his produced. 


“While researching him I discov¬ 
ered what an amazing life he had 
and how his nonsense was very 
much a part of him. What I love is 
the sense behind the nonsense.” 

Lear’s whimsical nonsense cele¬ 
brates the sounds of words, 
both real and from the poet’s lively 
imagination. 

The renowned Lear neologism 
“runcible spoon” from the last verse 
of The Owl and the Pussycat can 
now be found in many English dic¬ 
tionaries.

Weekend highlights environmental issue

I T IS not every day you get to 
interrupt the childhood of 
Henry VIII, but when Kent 
on Sunday called eminent 
historian David Starkey that 
is exactly what happened. 

“Fm terribly sorry, you’ve caught me in the 
middle of writing,” Mr Starkey explained in 
the hurried and excitable tone that will be 
familiar to viewers of his TV shows. 

“It’s a biography of Henry VIIL Don’t worry, 
you haven’t interrupted his birth, just his early 
childhood.” 

David Starkey rose to popular prominence 
through his histories of the kings and queens 
of Tudor Britain, followed by the hit Channel 
Four series Monarchy which made him the 
best-paid historian in the country 
His latest book, the paperback version of 
Monarchy: England and Her Rulers from the 
Tudors to the Windsors, was originally pub¬ 
lished in hardback last year, but now has an 
extra chapter bringing it firmly up to the pres¬ 
ent day. 

Putting the monarchy in a modern context is 
clearly a subject that Mr Starkey gets excited 
about, not least when there is a whiff of revo¬ 
lution in the air. 

“I don’t think there’s much of a threat now, 
but there was in 1997,” he explains enthusias¬ 
tically. “If the Blair project had worked, if, as it 
were, the brave new world had actually hap¬ 
pened, then we’d have a kind of post-monarchy 
Blair presidential figure. 

“No one thinks, apart from Gordon Brown 
himself, that he can do it. I think the monar¬ 
chy is pretty safe for the immediate future.”

Safe for now perhaps, but Mr Starkey insists 
that if it is to survive in the coming years it 
must change as it did nearly a century ago. 

“The thing with the monarchy at the start of 
the 20th century is that it changed all the 
rules and behaves in a completely different 
way. It is almost as if there was a revolution. 

“Before 1917 it was German names and 
marriage to Germans, but they saw the revo¬ 
lution in Russia and World War One. 

“They then presented themselves as a 
monarchy that is suitable for democracy, more 
populist and more suitable for the God-fearing 
middle class. 

“The monarchy needs to change itself again, 
but in some ways I think Prince Charles is 
pointing in the right direction. It can’t just 
remain silent as it has under the Queen. 

‘What Prince Charles is trying to do is create 
a monarchy that will intervene and speak out 
openly on issues that are non-political, such as 
on the conservation and preservation of the 
countryside and old buildings. 

‘We need a more activist monarchy, and per¬ 
haps what would be best would be a relatively 
short reign by King Charles followed by 
William settling things down.”

NOBEL prize winner A1 Gore’s controver¬ 
sial documentary An Inconvenient Truth 
is the highlight of a weekend dedicated 
to all things environmental at this year’s 
festival.

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Children s novelist 
borrows inspiration

Guardian theatre critic turns her 
hand to a spot of storytelling

L YN Gardner knows her plays. As a 
theatre critic she travels around 
the country soaking up the best 
and the worst offerings from con¬ 
temporary playwrights to Jacobean 
revenge tragedies. 

Such immersion in a huge range of drama has left her 
mind teeming with different plots, characters and literary 
techniques throughout the ages and across continents. 

It is therefore perhaps not surprising her first foray into 
children’s books, Into the Woods is a mishmash of other 
writers borrowing from the Grimms, Lewis Carol, alluding 
to Shrek and even Touching The Void. 

The book is for eight to 12-year-olds 
and tells the story of three sisters 
Aurora, Storm and Anything Eden 
who after their mother dies in 
childbirth are left alone to battle 
against the evil Dr De Wilde and his 
pack of wolves. 

“One of the things that will make it 
a pleasure for children is they will 
recognise the stories,” she said. 

“It is also a book that in many ways 
was written in the hope it would be 
read out loud. I wrote it while on hol¬ 
iday with my own children and they 
listened to a chapter everyday,” Mrs 
Gardner said. 

She chose to write a children’s book 
because of her daughters, who are 
aged 12 and 16, and said the fairytale 
genre gave structure to the story. 

Using pastiche and intertextuality, 
techniques found in a variety of postmodern literature, film 
and television, she calls it a “magpie book”. 

Travelling round the country seeing such a vast variety 
of plays for her job as The Guardian’s theatre critic, she cer¬ 
tainly had a lot of material to draw from. 

“It is just a fun romp and it is particularly about four chil¬ 
dren who have to do something for themselves. That came 
from the fact children are so cosseted and stopped from 


doing anything with a hint of danger and I wanted to write 
a book about real adventure,” she said. 

The children are almost orphans as their grief-stricken 
father turns into a recluse after the death of their mother, 
telling them to call the baby ‘anything 5 . 

A boy called Kit sets off on a quest to get his hands on 
Storm’s magic pipe, which the sisters must protect. 

It is a sort of Enid Blyton adventure retold for the Harry 
Potter generation with mouth-watering descriptions of 
food to match Roald Dahl’s James and the Giant Peach. 

Mrs Gardner also explores the often-fractious relation¬ 
ship between the two older sisters, who have completely 
different personalities and are thrust together forced to get 
on to save the day. 

At the Folkestone Literary Festival 
the extracts from the new book will be 
read aloud to schoolchildren. 

The author, who lives in Richmond, 
said children should be taught about 
the enjoyment that can be gained from 
reading at a young age - teaching them 
how to use their imagination away from 
the constant presence of the television. 

She said: “That is one of the things I 
feel very strongly about. 

“Literacy strategy teaches children 
to decipher sequences of words, but 
seldom allows room for really learning 
to love books. 

“I don’t think you can blame parents 
because mothers often have many 
demands on their time, but it’s [read¬ 
ing to children] a great pleasure. It is 
something you can share particularly 
in modem family life. Families don’t even eat together. 

“If you can take that time, even 20 minutes a night, 
sitting and reading that is something you can do together,” 
she added.

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Monty Python star reveals his medieval musings 



HISTORY MAN: Jones will make a welcome appearance after 
missing last year’s festival through ill health

T ERRY Jones comes to 
Folkestone as an his¬ 
torian rather than a 
comic, but his Monty 
Python days and his 
musings on all things medieval 
are tightly entwined. 

The man who made his name dressing 
up as little old ladies and the bowler-hat 
wearing ‘man in the street’ discovered his 
love for the period whilst recording 
Monty Python’s Flying Circus in the 
early 1970s, and it proved to be a fascina¬ 
tion that started a whole new career. 

“What happened was that when we 
were shooting the TV shows I was actual-

ly moonlighting in the British Library,” 
he explained. 

“I was interested in bits of Chaucer, 
especially the description of the knight in 
The Knight’s Tale. I thought he was quite 
boring, but I couldn’t really understand 
why as Chaucer’s characters aren’t usual¬ 
ly dull at all. 

“When you look at all the campaigns he 
is supposed to have fought, they are all 
real campaigns, and you realise that far

from being these noble people, knights 
were actually mercenaries. 

“When we did the Holy Grail we made 
enough money to not have to work for a 
year, so I took a year off in 1980 to write 
about Chaucer’s Knight. My book created 
quite a furore in the academic world 
when it came out. 

“Now I’ve got academics saying it’s 
one of the most important books on the 
subject.” 

By researching the knight’s various 
battles, Mr Jones found himself re-evalu- 
ating a whole period of British history. 

He is coming to Folkestone to talk 
about the life of Richard II, the much 
maligned 14th century monarch whom 
Jones thinks is long overdue a re-apprais- 
al for his role in British history. 

“Instead of Shakespeare’s version of 
him as ineffectual, weak and a tyrant, 
I’m saying it’s quite the reverse,” he said, 
with an air of authority that seems a 
million miles from his Monty Python 
persona. 

“He was a very revered and very strong 
king. It was Henry IV who deposed him 
that painted this propaganda image. 

“He was effectively the victim of a par¬ 
ticularly vicious spin campaign which 
has lasted about 600 years.” 

They say that history repeats itself, and 
it was through digging around in dusty 
medieval volumes that Mr Jones began to 
draw several uncomfortable comparisons 
with the modern era. 

“In the 1360s we had been fighting with 
France for 20 years with an army full of 
mercenaries. 

“The king tried to sign a peace treaty, 
but they wouldn’t stop and he couldn’t 
control them. 

“They formed into three companies and 
went round Europe destroying, killing 
and looting, and it got completely out 
of hand. 

“It was a total disaster for people in the 
14th century and it is exactly what’s hap¬ 
pening now. 

“The military industrial complex is cre¬ 
ating wars, that’s why we’re in Iraq. It is 


the people who are making money out of 
war that are pushing them. 

“Unfortunately, I don’t know much 
about the 15th century, so I can’t really 
say how it resolves itself. It don’t suppose 
it bodes particularly well.” 

Mr Jones also said there were compar¬ 
isons to be drawn between Henry IV, the 
man responsible for muddying the name 
of Richard II, and George W Bush. 

“In order to ensure his position he 
declares war on heresy, which is exactly

like the war on terror. 

“It was to keep people in a constant 
state of fear.” 

Mr Jones missed last year’s festival 
after being diagnosed with bowel cancer, 
but after an operation and a few bouts of 
chemotherapy he insisted he was “more 
or less recovered”. 

He added: “I feel fine though and I’m 
looking forward to this year’s festival, 
especially after missing out last year.”

3.0-litre diesel, with a comparatively modest 
seven-second sprint time, smooth running and 
an average of around 35-40mpg. 

Whichever you go for though, a slick-shifting 
seven-speed auto ‘box adds to the refined 
feel of the car and can be set in ‘sport’ or 
‘comfort’ mode - the latter shifts up earlier 
rather than holding onto gears for maximum 
acceleration.

Move to bring freight 
back to Channel Tunnel 

EUROTUNNEL has decided to halve 
the cost of taking freight through the 
Channel Tunnel. The move is in a bid to 
bring traffic away from the ferries. 

The average toll for a train of freight 
will be £3,000 from the start of next year, 
down from the current £6,000. 

Eurotunnel’s freight business has fall¬ 
en over recent years, down from 3million 
tonnes in 1997 to just over lm this year. 
The company blamed the fall on a grow¬ 
ing lack of competitiveness in relation to 
the ferry companies - partly caused by 
its increased security costs. 

A spokesman said the reduced prices 
had “considerable potential” to reverse 
its downward trend of rail freight.

Orders growing despite 
financial instability 

MANUFACTURERS in the South East 
have become more pessimistic about the 
business environment in the wake of the 
credit crunch, according to the Confed¬ 
eration of British Industry. 

However, the latest quarterly CBI 
Industrial Trends survey shows that 
despite the drop in sentiment, orders grew 
strongly and there is little evidence so far 
of the recent global financial instability. 

But Richard Brownlow-Davies, the 
CBI’s South East assistant regional 
director, said: “There are tentative signs 
the pace of demand and output growth 
will edge lower in coming months.”

Danger lurking in the 

MATTHEW DUGDALE, of Kingsley Smith Solicitors, 
explains why taking up the role of non-executive director 
could leave you with more than you bargained for... 



THE thought of a nice cosy non¬ 
executive directorship (NED) may 
be appealing for some people, and 
certainly in the past many were 
regarded as undemanding stipends. 

However, the role of non-executives is being 
increasingly put under the microscope when 
companies fail and legislation coming in this 
month further ups the ante for NEDs. 

This much is well known. 

What is less well known is that even where 
the appointment to the board is unofficial, the 
same dangers are present. 

The risk of being considered a shadow direc¬ 
tor depends on your role in the company. If you 
act as a director - in the sense that your 


instructions or directions are normally acted 
upon by the company - you are for some pur¬ 
poses in the same legal position as ‘proper’ 
directors of the company. 

People in this position are known as ‘shadow 
directors’. 

Unfortunately for such people, danger lurks 
in shadow directorships because the main way 
in which their position resembles that of 
actual directors is they can share the civil 
liabilities of other directors in the event of a 
corporate insolvency. 

This may lead to them being required to con¬ 
tribute funds to pay creditors of the company if 
it becomes insolvent. 

They also face the possibility of being disqual¬ 
ified from acting as a director by the Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Industry, where their con¬ 


duct warrants such a ruling. 

If you are asked to be a non-executive direc¬ 
tor or to participate at the decision-making 
level of a company’s management as a consult¬ 
ant or advisor, take care - especially if the 
company is in financial difficulty. 

Recently, a shadow director of a company 
was ordered to repay more than £850,000 plus 
compound interest after the company with 
which he was involved went into insolvent liq¬ 
uidation. 

For a shadow director, ignorance of one’s 
responsibilities is no defence. 

Directors who fail to take actions to protect 
the interests of shareholders or who behave 
improperly can face significant penalties. 

The best advice is always to seek legal advice 
before you take the plunge. 
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Deal down in 
first minute
